1. Prepare disc-notcher by turning knob 


1. Remove Automatic Dialer from carton. Plug power cord into an electric 


outlet (standard 115-volt AC current only). To remove induction unit from 
carton loosen grooved screw. (fig. 6) 


. Observe Fig. 1 and note that case is in two parts. Grasp case in two hands 


as shown. Hold loosely with left hand, squeeze with finger tips of right 
zie on bottom of case. (Do not press top of case with thumb.) Pull apart 
sideways. 


. Lay unit on its side as in Fig. 2. 
. Pull back aluminum disc with thumb and forefinger and slip clamp over 


aluminum disc and case as illustrated in Fig. 3. This will release spring 
tension and enable you to remove discs without difficulty. 


. Locate desired disc by index numbers on edge of case. Remove disc you 


wish to insert or change by lifting upward. Mark vacated space by 
inserting small card or piece of paper. (fig. 2) 


until tail end of red pointer coincides 
with index marker. (See fig. 4 and in- 
sert.) This is the start position. 


. Hold disc with Prestodial name up (smooth side) and slot facing directly

3. Dial each letter and digit in the phone number in consecutive order 
pressing notching lever firmly down after each letter or digit. Dial has 
no spring return and must not be returned to zero. Simply dial a digit 
to the finger stop, press down the notching lever. Select the next digit 
and move dial directly to the finger stop, press again and so on. 


4, When you have notched the last digit in the phone number, hold notching 
lever firmly down and turn knob clockwise until red pointer shows at index 
marker. Then, keeping lever down, continue to turn knob slowly until 
tail end of red pointer coincides with index marker. (We are now back to 
oy 7 and the disc notcher is now set for insertion of the next 

ank disc. 


5. To release notched disc, press gently down on outer edge of disc and 
pull toward you. Clean all waste from disc. 


6. You can visibly check that your disc is correctly notched by counting 
teeth as example in Fig. 5

‘ToReplace Notched Memory 
Discs in Automatic Dialer 


1. Separate discs at space you marked with slip of paper. 
2. Place notched disc on shaft with Prestodial name facing away from spring. 
3. Note position number of disc by index on edge of case. (fig. 2) 


4. Slip out index card from case; write or type, name or identification 
(John Doe, A.B.C. Company etc.) opposite correct index position number. 


5. Be sure ‘discs nest firmly into other discs on shaft. 
6. Slide cover back on case as in Fig. 1. 


(Caution: At no time operate Automatic Dialer with less than 30 discs, 
both notched and blank, in position, in order to maintain proper spring 
tension, Replacement discs are available from your dealer or from 
Prestodial, Inc.) 


For'Private Internal 
Dialing Systems 


lf your phone is on an internal dialing system where you must dial a 
code number, example ‘‘9” before you get an outside line, you can notch this 
code number “9” into your disc. Simply dial the number “9” on the 
ee first. Press notch lever. Then dial the black dot. Press notch 
lever. Dial black dot again. Press notch lever. Then proceed with the rest 
of the phone number as described before. 


To Set Up Induction Unit

2. Listen to receiver, you should hear a dial tone. Depress button on induction 
unit dial tone should stop. Release slowly dial tone should return. If 
dial tone is not heard turn adjustment screw (fig. 6) clockwise with small 
screwdriver until dial tone is heard. Repeat this until you hear dial tone. 
Replace receiver on top of induction unit. | 


3. Connect male connector on induction unit to female connector on Automatic 
dialer; be sure the dots match. Prestodial is now ready for use. 


To Dial Automatically 


1. Lift receiver and listen for dial tone. 
2. Move selector lever to desired name. 


3. Press “start” button and hold for a second; number will be dialed auto- 
matically. 


(Note: You also can dial in the conventional manner for those numbers not 
on your Automatic Dialer index.) 


Variable Re sistor 


Your automatic dial unit is equipped with a variable resistor (fig. 1) to 
adjust the strength of pulsing the induction unit. A screw driver is required 
for this adjustment. A factory setting has placed this variable resistor at its 
mid-position. Some phones have buttons that are hard to depress and require 
a strong induction unit. Therefore if dialing can not be accomplished, it will 
be necessary to adjust this screw to the right to increase the power of the 
induction unit. In the case of a low or weak button phone, too strong an 
induction unit can produce a bounce of the phone buttons and mis-dialing can 
result. Therefore, turning this adjustment to the left will be necessary. 
Adjust this control to give the quietest of operation and still not cause 
mis-dialing.
